Th© postm sater urged patrons 
f the Hamlin post office t -> start

Packages to distant places ©sr©- 
eilaly should be mailed as early 
s possible. 


"This is also the week to pre­ 
pare ard mail your out-of-town 
Christm as cards" he said. 
Sparks gave these pointers 'n 
i V proper mailing of packages; 
‘ Tse 
sturdy corrugated 
mailing 
cartons, plenty of heavy 
brown 
w rapping paper and he sure that 
every package is tied w ith a strong 
cord. 
Cart 'n* containing several 
gift 
packages should be stuffed 
w ith tissue or old newspapers t 
cushion the contents. 
"If your article is 
f unusual 
=iz© or bulk check w ith the post 
office because there are restHe- 
tions on size and weight. 
"It is also important to make 
sure that your package hears the 
correct mailing address and your 
return address 
If you are send­ 
ing y ur package to a large city 
be sure to include the addressee s 
gone number. 
Including the zone 
num ber in the address always will 
facilitate delivery in large cities. 


Zone numbers also should be used 
on Christmas cards and other mail 
to cities with postal rones. 
"The address should be on the 
top of t e package and it should 
b© carefully w ritten ©r lettered 
A pier© rf transparent cellophane 
tape placed over the address will 
usually prevent defacing in tra n ­ 
sit 
It is also a good idea," de­ 
clared 
Sparks, 
"to include 
the 
address inside th© package in case 
t ip on .aid© address should become 
defaced. 
"If you use Christm as stickers 
or -eals, place them w here they 
will n ' t conflict with the address. 
Then, before you drop the pack­ 
age in th© mail, be sure you h a\e 
firmly affixed the proper postage." 


Th© postmaster reminded that 
th© entire C hristm as mailing pe­ 
riod is primarily a b attle against 
time 
A delay now will contrib­ 
ute to a serious pile-up. particu­ 
larly in the la’ger post offices. 
as >t,e holiday approaches. 


All packages going to distant 
cities should he in the post office 
by' 
December 
IO. 
O ther 
mail 
should he sent on its way as soon 
as 
possible, 
and 
all local mail 
■should be in the post office no 
more than a week or IO days later
